I have  pleasure  in  reporting  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  194- , 
that  the  general  health  of  the  community  has  .been  very  good. 

The  birthrate  has  increased  being  18.39,  arid  the  deathrate  is 
reduced  to  8.61,  also,  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  is  again  reduced 
to  35.7. 


The  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  showed  a slight  increase,,  ooing 
17  but  unfortunately  there  is  an  incr^aso  in  the  number  of  deaths  - 11, 
5 of  which  are  non-pulmonary . 


Deaths  from  Cancer  number oa  13,  again  a reduction  ouv  unfortunately 
8 of  these  were  under  65  years  of  age. 

Of  Scarlet  Fever  there  were  15  cases;  of  Cerobro-Spinal , 3 with 
1 deaths  of  Measles,  4,  and  of  whooping-Cough  9,  while  of  Diphtheria 
there  Y/eru  10  v/ith  1 d^ath. 


All  the  notifiable  diseases  shov/  a doorcase.  538  children  were 
immunized  against  Diphtheria.  There  v/as  still  a number  of  cas^s  of 
skin  disease.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OR  FOOD. 

MEAT  - These  important  duties  were  discharged  with  the  same  vigilance  as  in  the 
past. 

Since  the  Ministry  of  Rood  brought  about  the  contrail  ^tion  of  slaughtering, 

it  was  not  found  necessary  to  pay  visits  to  _..v  . ohe  private  slaughterhouses 

in  the  district,  as  all  food  animals  were  slaughtered  at  the  " Suttry  Hatch" 
Slaughterhouse,  Waesycwmmer . However,  inspections  to  the  Meat  Purveyors'  shops 
had  to  be  carried  out  with  the  same  care  as  in  the  past. 
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Full  advantage  was  again  taken  by  persons  who  reared  pigs  on  cottage 
premises,  or  small  holdings,  and  killed  thereon  after  due  notice  of  intended 
slaughter  in  accordance  with  the  stipulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  (604),  the  special  provisions  granted  by  the  Council,  and  in  accordance 
with  an  order  made  'by  the- Ministry-  of  Food;’  ’ 

BACT.JHOLQGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Health  Department  of  the  County  Council,  79 
samples  of  milk  (including  repeat  samples)  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  for  the  detection  of  tubercle  bacilli,  come  of  the  samples 
were  taken  at  the  farm  premises,  but  the  majority  were  ladled  out  of  jacks, 
serving  pails,  ana  churns  of  retailers  on  the  street;  and  the  standard, 
bacteriologicaxly , on  the  whole  v/  .s  £ Arly  satisf  .ctory* 

Aetailers ’whose  milk  samples  were  not  satisfactory  were  interveiwed- 
personally  and  notified  that  repeat  samples  would  ,be  taken.  If  the  rcpoat  samples 
were  again  unsatisfactory  the  vendors  responsible  Wore  reported  to  the  'Council 
and  further  measures  were  taken  to  ensure  that  the  milk  was  brought  up  to  a 
higher  stand ard . 

The  carton  system  of  milk  delivery  has  not  with  one  exception,  been 
introduced  into  this  district,  but  a number  of  milk  purveyors  deliver  their 
milk  in  sealed  bottles. 

The  general  standard  of  milk  produced  in  this  district  is  a fairly  good 

one . 

Humorous  complaints  were  received  of  sour  milk.  This  generally,  applied 
to  milk  brought  into  the  district,  which,  in  some  instances,  was  40  to  48 
hours  old  before  distribution  to  thw  consumer^  The  matter  was  taken  up  with 
the  persons  concerned  and  ovmry  effort  was  made ’to  eliminate  this  waste  of 
milk . 

Visits  word  made  to  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  during  the  year,  and  it  was 
only  in  <a  few  cases  that  the  cleanliness  was  not  satisfactory.  The  farmer 
was  spoken  to,  and  when  a r^-visit  was  made  the  conditions  wore  improved.
